Dismissing these for a few mo- 
ments, how do things Stand in Red 
Deer now? 

: The original Memorial hospital prov-

assume an obligation by debenture, 
and constructed the present hospital 
building and. equipment.: Certain 
country districts have and are donat- 
ing regularly~for certain wards, etc.,

Then the business of maintaining 
the hospital not proving profitable 
enough to pay any debentures, ‘the 
city pays them, and at least seventy 
per cent. of the patients treated come 
from outside. In short, while the equip- 
ment they already possessed was quite 
adequate for their own use, the- peo- 
ple of Red Deer have maintained a 
much larger plant, which has saved 
many lives of people living at outside 
points, at a financial loss; and, now, 
when the city af Red Deer asks a 
portion of the money they have paid 
out, when they need not have assumed 
this obligation or paid the money for 
their own account, certain people make 
a big fuss about it and say “They 
want it all.” 

I have also heard, “Well, we donat- 
ed to the original fund as well as 
people in town.” But it seems to me 
they ‘should also add “Have we, paid 
taxes for the upkeep of that institu- 
tion as well as full rates for treatment 
in the years since?” Also what per- 
centage.of the present rural residents

News expressed a very favorable esti- 
mate of the character of the member- 
elect, and has no reason to revise the 
opinions of that time. 
. While this paper declined to sup- 
port (Mr. Speakman .in the campaign 
for reasons that have ‘been made evi- 
dent in these columns, we now regard 
him as our member, and will give him 
moral backing in all good endeavors 
to serve the welfare of this district. 

The results in the Dominion, as a 
whole, could not be regarded as a 
surprise. With a practically solid 
backing from Quebec aseured, Hon. 
W. L. Mackenzie King had a fairly 
easy task on his hands to secure the 
largest group in the House of Com- 
mons. 

In Federal affairs, Quebec may be 
considered as a party in itself, the 
fact of which may ‘become very evi- 
dent before the new parliament is very 
old. An analysis of the new repre- 
sentation would show, Quebec Liber- 
als, 65; other Liberals, 52; Progres- 
sives, 65; Conservatives, 51; Labor, 2. 

When one reflects that 90 per cent., 
at least, of the Progressive members 
elected are old-time Liberals, it »is 
easy to imagine that, if the Quebec 
Liberal wing becomes unruly, the 
other Liberals and the Progressives 
will unite to carry on as a low tariff

nearest of all dailies to Leader T. A. 
Crerar, has already given utterance 
to sentiments similar to these. The 
Free Press has contended all along 
that the Progressives alone ex- 
pressed the spirit of true Liberalism, 
and will dowbtless use its best en- 
deavors ‘to effect a fusion on the lines 
indicated. 

There is general regret that Hon. 
‘Arthur Meighen has not been elect- 
ed to the new parliament. Doubt- 
less, however, as ‘the result of the 
pressure now being brought to bear 
upon him and the seats that have been 
offered to him, he will still be found at 
the head of his party. 

Canada needs Meighen at the head 
of the Opposition. It is evident 
that the Progressives will not as- 
sume the duties of an Opposition such 
ns Canada has alwaye demanded as a 
check on the government. Although 
depleted in numbers, the Conservative 
‘ party never had more important duties 
to perform than it has today.

MEIGHEN MAY 
REMAIN. IN 
PUBLIC LIFE 


Seats Are Offered Him in Ontario, 


British Columbia and N. B 


Ottawa, December 8.—Nothing very 
definite has yet emerged from the 
political debacle which occurred in 
Canada Tuesday. Neither the winners 
nor the losers are gBaying very much, 
the former being silent with astonish- 
ment and the latter with disappoint- 
ment. 

Mr. Meighen is frankly at a loss to 
understand the overwhelming defeat 
with which his extraordinarily stren- 
uous and able campaign of education 
and argument has ended. While the 
few really candid friends who dare 
speak frankly to a leader have been 
warning him of what was likely to 
happen, there has been, on tthe other 
hand, a coterie here close to the pre- 
mier, including men like Senator Cal- 
der, Senator Sharpe and Doctor Reid, 
who seem to have more intimately pos- 
sessed his confidence, and to have 
kept him convinceg up Ito the last mo- 
ment that his chances of securing the 
largest group, if not an actual major- 
ity, were excellent. 


NO WORD OF RESENTMENT 


This belief has made him feel de- 
feat somewhat keenly, although he has 
uttered no word of resentment. No 
man in the history of Canadian politics 
ever believed more genuinely in the 
principles he was espousing, or car- 
ried on @ more self-sacrificing battle 
to secure their triumph. That he was 
unfortunate in the lieutenants he was 
able to secure in parts of the country, 
notably Ontario, Quebec and Nova 
Scotia, is well illustrated by the re- 
sults secured. Where he had able and 
energetic lieutenants like Hon. J. B. 
M. Baxter in New’ Brunswick, and 
Hon. H. H. Stevens in British Colum- 
bia, this story was quite different. 

On the prairies it was more or less 
a forlorn hope always. Mr. Meighen 
expects all his ministers ‘to arrive 
here Monday, and a few days after- 
ward, will notify his excellency of 
the retirement of the governmeuat. 


ANXIOUS TO BE FREE 


He lunched at Rideau Hall with 
his excellency Wednesday, and Hon. 
H. L. Mackenzie King dined there 
last night. Mr. Meighen will advise 
that Hon. Mr. King be called on to 
form a new  admnistration. Mr. 
Meighen is anxious to hand over 
control of affairs to his successor, 
and there will be no undue delay, al- 
though it takes about two weeks for 
ministers to conclude their ,depart- 
mental activities. 

Mr. Meighen’s intention now is said 
to be to remain in public life. He is 
yet a young man as political lives go, 
with years of usefulness probably be- 
fore him. He has been offered the 
choice of several seats in Ontario, 
British Columbia and New Brunewick, 
but will await ‘the advice of his col- 
leagues before making a decision. He 
has been in political activities for 
thirteen years, and has not had a 
vacation of any duration. He will re- 
mein here and assist in party reor- 
ganization for the present. 


PARTY IS DESTROYED 


Tt is generally agreed that the Pro- 
gressive party is destroyed in On- 
tario, and the future of the Drury 
government is problematical. The 
government polled a vote there not 
much less than that given its com- 
bined opponents . The Conservatives 
believe 'that the next issue is the 
railway problem, and will stake their 
political future against the Gouin 
policy, a course which it is thought 
the Progressives of Ontario and the 
prairies must perforce support. 

Mr. King will at once proceed with 
the formation of his cabinet.

AND THE WAR 


WOMEN SPIES AND THEIR 
METHODS 


(By Sir Basil Thomson of Scotland 
Yard, in the London Times) 


We had always expected that ‘the 
enemy would attempt to flood the 
country with forged treasury notes, 
and so shake the public confidence in 
the new currency. Throughout Oc- 
tober and November, 1916, a large 
number of forged “Bradburys” were 
foisted on small shopkeepers in Lon- 
don~generally at dusk, but even in 
the daytime it needed a keen eye to 
distinguish them. The case was un- 
ravelled with admirable patience by 
the late Chief Inspector Ward, who 
was afterwards killed by a Zeppolin 
bomb. It soon became clear that the 
forgers were ordinary criminals, and 
the utterer could have been arrested 
at any moment; indeed, one of our 
people purchased notes from him and 
pretended to pass them, but actually 
substituted good currency, with which 
we had to supply him. But all his 
attempts to get an introduction to his 
printer failed; the intermediary, an 
ex-convict named Elliot, was far too 
wide-awalé, 
attempt to “shadow” such a person. 
But it was difficult to be patient when 
the forgeries were improving and the 
number in circulation was more than 
£60,000. 
public confidence was shaken. 


At last Elliot made a mistake. One

It was the best- 
equippeq “forger’s den” in history— 
modern machines with a numbering 
device inserted in the plates, and ap- 
paratus for forging the water mark, 
and a vast store of notes damp from 
the press. Even the dies of the Low- 
den forged postage stamps were found. 

Next morning I took the chanc2llor 
of the exchequer and Sir John Brad- 
bury to see the place before it was 
dismantled. One turned the handle of 
the press and the other took off the 
note, being careful to write “Forged” 
across it before putting it into his 
pocket—the first instance in history 
of a chancellor counterfeiting the cur- 
rency. ‘ 

The German tentacles were spread 
wide, and it was not long before they 
groped out towards India. They were 
tampering with the loyalty of the 
ndian prisoners they had captured 
ang were sending them to Con3tan- 
tinople to be “trained.” In Berkeley, 
California, a little band of Indian revo- 
lutionaries were printing the Ghadr 
(‘Mutiny’) under 'the direction of the 
notorious Har Dayal, who was wanted 
in India for murder, and in-Berlin~an 
Indian committee had been formed, 
consisting ofGerman professors who 
thought they knew India, and _ In- 
dians who did know, but were carefui 
not to enlighten their German  col- 
leagues. Chief among these was Chat- 
topadhya. A vessel had even been 
chartered by the Germans in Califor- 
nia and loaded with munitions for a 
native rising, but she was successfully 
headeg off and captured in 'the Malay 
Archipelago. In Qetober, 1915, we 
had definite evidence from Switzer- 
land that Chattopadhya was planning 
the assassination of Lord Kitchener 
and Sir Edward Grey, and was using 
for the purpose a young Swiss girl 
and a German woman married to two 
revolutionary Indians living in this 
country. The Swiss girl was detained 
and all the others were interned. 


THE SHAM RAJAH 


The investigations demanded much 
time and patience, but they produced 
very valuable results. It transpired 
that about March an Indian chief of 
no particular importance named Per- 
tabr had sailed from India to Marseil- 
les and had immediately taken the 
train for Switzerland, where he ap- 
peared before the German consul as a 
“Rajah” ready to do anything against 
the oppressors of his country. He was 
a person of exalted personal vanity.

and doubtless mental pictures of him- 
self prancing into Northern India on a 
white horse as a conquercr had play- 
ed havoc with his imagination. So 
haughty, war he that the German coi 
sul was Teady ‘to lick his boots, and 
when he stipulated for a personal audi- 
ence of the kaiser the consul actually 
begged him to say a word in his favor 
to the All Highest. This may be tak- 
en as a measure of the German capa- 
eity for dealing with native races. The 
German government took him at his 
own valuation. and furnished him 
with a mission of German oriental- 
ists and Indian prisoners of war to 
proceed to Kabul, there to organize an 
invasion of Northern India. ‘Pertabr 
assured them and they believed that 
the Indian princes would rise to wel- 
come their deliveries. They carried 
with them autograph letters from the 
kaiser, Unfortunately for human 
hopes, the examination chair in a lit- 
tle room at Scotland Yard had not 
been untenanted; measures had been 
taken, and somewhere near the 
Afghan frontier the mission had brok- 
en up and its fragments were wander- 
ing about Central Asia. A few months 


‘| later there came into our hands a 


very curious example of German an- 
terprise. It was a tiny glass tube, in- 
tended to be carried in the ‘body, con- 
taining an appeal by the kaiser to the 
Indian princes, reduced by photog- 
raphy to almost microscopic size. 


ON NEUTRAL SHIPS 


The watch upon neutral vessels call- 
ing at British ports led to a good many 
curious people being sent to London 
to be ‘vetted.” The case of Von 
Papen is too well known to bear repe- 
tition. But there were others even 
more amusing. Late in 1916 two 
ladies, obviously German, were taken 
off a Dutch ship in British waters 
bound for Spain. It was quite ob- 
vious that the younger of the two 
was taking with het a trousseau, and 
that the elder had been engaged as 
duenna. ‘They had been at the Ger- 
man embasey in '!Madrid and had been 
sent back to Germany on some kind 
of mission. The younger lady was 
haughty and uncommunicative, but 
the elder let out a great deal she 
should not have done. 

Her employer was a member of the 
embassy staff, a bachelor, and the 
young lady was his housekeeper. In 
her trunks was found an entire ration 
of Iron Crosses, which were detained 
with the rest of the luggage and ite 
owner. Whether it was the detention 
of the Iron Crosses or the ladies {s un- 
certain, but it was not-long before 
two neutral governments were moved 
to use their good offices 'to obtain the 
ladies’ release. What these govern- 
ments said when the true facts were 
explained to them is not recorded. 

But of all these birds of’ passage 
I think that the Dutch dancer Mata- 
hari was the most interesting. She 
was bound from Spain ‘to Holland, also 
with a trousseau, and, I am pretty 
certain, with a good deal of informa- 
tion stored in her memory. It was a 
delight to question her, so quick was 
she in taking up a point. 

We got really nothing from her ex- 
cept the certainty that she was work- 
ing for the enemy. When I said, 
“Madame, we are going to let you go— 
not to Holland, but back to Spain, and 
if you will take advice from ‘someone 
who is nearly twice your age, I will 
give it to you—give up what you are 
doing and never do it again.”” “Sir,” 
she replied, “I thank you from my 
heart; I shall take your advice, and 
you will never regret having given 
it.’ And off she went to Spain and 
did it again. 


A COURAGEOUS END 


Within six weeks she was caught on 
the French side of the frontier with 
the incriminating evidence upon her.

SPECULATION IN 
WASHINGTON: OVER 
ELECTION RESULT 


Possible Effect on Tariff Relations of 
Ecpecial Interest. 


Washington, December 8.—There Is 
much speculation among members of 
congress as to the possible effect of 
the elections on tariff relations ‘be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 
Especial interest is being taken in 
the situation by members of the 
house ways and means committee, 
which has jurisdiction over tariff 
matters. 

Despite the fact that Premier 
Meighen, who openly advocated a 
high tariff for Canada, has been de- 
feated, some authorities in congress 
express the view that it would be 
difficult to revive reciprocity or bring 
about mutually low tariffs. Repre- 
sentative W. R. Green, of the house 
ways and means committee, said ‘the 
réal difficulty “would be to find a 
place 'to start.” He said that with 
United ‘States farmers and manufac- 
turers both insisting on high tariffs, 
he did not see how reciprocity could ® 
be revived. Others take the view that 
if the Harding administration is given 
the powers it seeks in handling tariffs, 
the new government of Canada will be 
able to achieve much in keeping down 
tariff barriers by negotiating with the 
president. ~

CIRCUMSTANCES 
POINT TO DOUBLE 
TRAGEDY IN NORTH 


Dead Bodies of Two Hunters Found in 
Woods Near Edson. 


Edmonton, December 8.—Thomas — 

Woodley and J. M. MacDonald, alias 
Robertson, two hunters, were found 
dead some distance in the woods from 
Hargwen, a town west of Edson, on 
the main line of the G.T.P. railway, 
by asearch party, according to a wire 
received at provincial police head- 
quarters late Wednesday afternoon, 
under circumstances that have all 
the appearances of a double tragedy 
asa result of what appears to have 
been a shooting affray. A warrant 
has been issued for ithe arrest of 
Andrew Davies, Jast seen with the 
two dead men. 
_ From what information can be gath- 
ered it appears that the two men were 
in the district on a hunting trip, and 
left early Sunday morning for their 
hunting grounds. Sunday morning 
shots were heard, and the party not re- 
turning within a few days, a search 
party was organized. 

They came across the discarded 
packs of the men firet, and ‘then some 
distance farther on in a lonely section 
of the woods found the two men lying 
in a snow-trampled area, dead, ‘with 
bullet holes in their bodies. The 
tracks in the snow, and evident signe 
of a struggle of some sort, bore mute 
testimony to the tragedy that had 
been enacted. 

At the present time Constable Cald- 
well and Constable Woods, of Edson 
division of the provincial police, are 
working on the case, while Detective 
Skelton and Constable McKay, from 
the local headquarters, left Wednes- 
day evening for the scene of the trag- 
edy to make investigation.
